Once a city worker for Palm Beach and an 
avid baseball player, today Bob saves his 
sanity by surfing the Web. Judy loves her 
job working with elderly patients in a 
senior day care center, but it doesn’t pay 
much. Hiring painters also was out of 
the question. 


“These people are a godsend,” Bob said of 
the volunteers. “They gave up their 
Saturday to come here and help someone 
they don’t even know.” 


“It’s just amazing,” Judy agreed. “This is 
the most wonderful thing that’s happened 
to us since the 


accident.” 


PBCC’s Marie Reddy, who has organized 
Paint Your Heart Out for the last two 
years, hopes to build participation among 
staff, faculty and students so that the 
College can sponsor its own home next 
year. While FACC is primarily an 
advocacy and lobbying organization, pro¬ 
viding service to the community is also 
part of its mission, FACC president Nancy 
Denholm said. 

“FACC could be more; it could give more 
to others and support meaningful volun¬ 
teer activities,” Reddy said. 

For the Taylors, the volunteer painters 
have restored their faith in humanity.

Last year 113 stu¬ 
dents participated in CROP. 
The goal is for 123 this year, 
including some previous 
participants. 



Reaching out to youth 



You’ll have to excuse Sharon Simmons if 
she seems overly excited these days. As 
program coordinator for PBCCs College 
Reach-Out Program, she has a lot to be 
excited about. 

The program lacked off its 9th year 
Oct. 7. It received the largest grant in its 
history from the state, and 13 of last 
school years 14 graduates have gone on to 
college. The other joined the military. In 
addition, six students in CROP have been 
guaranteed college scholarships through 
the Take Stock in Children program spon¬ 
sored by businesses such as Publix and 
Outback Steakhouse. 

“When these kids are given that extra 
push they can succeed,” Simmons said. 
“The thing about our program is that its 
not just the academics, but the personal 
touch that the students and their parents 
receive to encourage them to strive for 
something better.” 

CROP is a state-funded program designed 
to boost the number of low-income, edu¬ 
cationally disadvantaged students in 
grades 6-12 who pursue higher education. 
Simmons has been the coordinator of 
PBCCs program for eight years. 


The program works with students at Lake 
Shore Middle School and Glades Central 
Community High School in Belle Glade 
and Pahokee Middle Senior High School, 
all of which received a grade of D or F 
from the state for 1999. 

PBCC runs the program as part of the 
RISE (Reaching and Inspiring Students 
through Education) Consortium with 
Broward Community College, Florida 
Atlantic University, Indian 
River Community College 
and Palm Beach Atlantic 
College. Although each 
of the schools oversee 
individual programs 
that serve different com¬ 
munities, they pool their 
resources to apply for funding each 
year and they develop programs together. 
This year the consortium received 
$345,086, including $70,506 for PBCC. 

CROP provides tutoring in English, 
math, reading and science as well as 
instruction in career exploration. It also 
offers a program two Saturdays each 
month in which students participate in 
academics sessions, workshops and cultur¬ 
al and educational field trips. It also pro¬ 
vides activities for parents of the children 


Rosetta Perry, 19, who graduated from 
Pahokee Middle Senior High School this 
year and attends PBCC at Belle Glade, 
said CROP helped her a lot. She was 
rebellious and didn’t want to go to school. 

“My grades started slipping,” she said. But 
CROP and Communities in School 
helped her get back on track. She has 
received several scholarships totaling 

almost $7,600. She plans to transfer to 
the University of Central 
Florida and become a 
physical therapist. 

“I’m glad that I did stay 
in school because I 
wouldn’t have these 
scholarships,” she said. Perry 
also tutors students in the pro¬ 
gram. “I just want to be a good influence 
to them.” 

Perry’s mother, Amzie, agrees that the 
program has made a difference in her only 
child’s life. “It has encouraged her more to 
get her education and shown her how 
important it is to get her education, she 
said. “She didn’t seem to be interested. 
Now she’s like a new person. I’m happy 
for her and I’m still behind her 
100 percent.”

SAFETY TIPS 

Adapting Emergency Procedures for Persons with Disabilities 

Faculty and staff have a responsibility to be prepared for emergencies 
including how to assist individuals who may be temporarily disabled. 


Prior to an emergency or drill 

I Brief students on evacuadon procedures 
during the first class session. 

I Identify individuals who may need assis¬ 
tance during an evacuation and discuss 
then* needs privately. 

I Ask for volunteers to be designated 
escorts for persons needing assistance. 

I Identify an evacuation “safe assembly 
point” outside the building where peo¬ 
ple will gather after evacuating 
the building. 

I Advise students to become 
familiar with phone and call 
button locations. 


During an emergency or drill 

I Communicate the nature of the emer¬ 
gency to those with visual or hearing 
impairments. 

► Supervise orderly movement from class¬ 
room area to identified “safe assembly 
point.” 

I Notify emergency personnel and campus 
Security of die location and needs of 
persons with disabilities. 

Post emergency or drill 

I Review and evaluate effec¬ 
tiveness of emergency evac¬ 
uation procedures.

Board hears 
updates 

Although PBCC had a nearly seven per¬ 
cent increase in enrollment this semester, 
the challenge is maintaining it, Scott 
MacLachlan, dean of enrollment manage¬ 
ment, told the Board of Trustees. 
MacLachlan made those comments dur¬ 
ing the board’s Oct. 10 meeting. 
MacLachlan updated the board on a host 
of management/outreach initiatives 
designed to boost enrollment. He noted 
diat PBCC s five-year goal is to increase 
enrollment 5 percent a year. He described 
the demographics of PBCC’s students, 
who represent 110 countries. He also dis¬ 
cussed the influencers of student enroll¬ 
ment such as high school teachers/coun¬ 
selors, and the Colleges traditional and 
nontraditional recruitment plans. 



The board heard from John Wasukanis, 
director of facilities, who gave an update 
on the construction projects. Wasukanis 
explained why a vast majority of the reno¬ 
vation and construction projects are 
behind schedule by at least two weeks, 
including die gym floor and the multime¬ 
dia lecture hall in Lake Worth and the 
Center for Early Learning and the walk¬ 
way roof in Palm Beach Gardens. p
